AGRICULTURAL REPORT. 

From September 20, till October 20. 

SopN after the report for last month was sent to the press, a favourable change took 
place in the weather, which has continued with very little intermission ever since, ami 
the crops of course have been generally got site in, except in the early part of the change, 
that same farmers were induced, by a fear of the return of wet weather, to stack thek 
grain before it was quite fit for it. 

The wheat crops are evidently defective in a general way, through the province of 
Ulster, and the flour made from the new grain is much complained of ; ill the more 
southerly quarters of the kingdom, it is said to be much better. 

Oats will prove a good average crop in a general way, and the complaints of the thin- 
ness of the barley crops now* appear to have less foundation, than was at first appre- 
hended. 

The taking up the potatoes is in great forwardness, and they appear to turn out of 
the ground a tolerable crop, and are sold in the markets at a reasonable price ; there has 
seldom happened a finer season for the purpose; if those who plant their potatoes in the 
drill way, would get into the practice of raising them with the plough, instead of the 
spade, they would save themselves much trouble and expense, labourers are now become 
so scarce, and the price of labour so much raised, that it behooves the farmer to adopt 
every eligible plan that would reduce his expenses, and enable him to meet the great in- 
crease of rent. 



COMMERCIAL REPORT. 

Iw the wide spreading devastations of war, as nations became more commercial, it 
was to be expected thatcoinmerce should especially feci its effects as one of the means 
of annoyance towards enemies.
